Fuel Commissioner Will Prosecute 
Dealers Gouging the Public 



No Contests of Any Kind — One 
Permit Less in County 

License Court for 1918, which was 
opened Monday at Norristown, 
was ended Tuesday about five 
minutes after the opening of court, 
when Judges Swartz and Miller hand- 
ed down grants for the 209 applicants, 
one less grant than last year. 

Without a contest of any kind this 
year, the county loses one license, 
from the total of last year. Frank C 
Mooney having failed to apply for a 
renewal of the Franconia Hotel. 

No application was made either 
for the relicensing of the Veranda 
Houlse, Norristown, which has been 
bought by the Y. M. C. A. for a j 
building site. This loss, however, was 
balanced by the gain of a new license, 
one for the Palm Hotel. 

Last year there were 214 applica- 
tions, of which four were refused, leav- 
ing a total of 210 licensed places for 
the year. 

The story of the rise and fall in the 
number of licensed places in Mont- 
gomery county is interesting and is 
told in the following table of figures 
culled from the records extending 
over a century and a half: 
1758 



Fuel Commissioner Harry B. Tyson 
stated last Tuesday morning that two 
men in the vicinity of Norristown were 
charging $16 to $18 a cord for wood. 
He stated that this price was much in 
excess of the price fixed by the Gov- 
ernment, which was $9 a cord. 

"I have the authority and I will set- 
that these men are prosecuted if they 
continue to gouge the public," said 
Mr. Tyson. While the Government 
has announced that $9 would be a fair 
price for a cord of wood, the dealei"3 
would be justified in asking about $11 
a cord under the circumstances. That 
would include hauling and cutting."

The smoker given last Thursday 
evening by the Home Guard was a 
typical entertainment. Hundreds of 
such have been held throughout the 
land. A pleasant social gathering, 
characterized by good-nature and 
more or less tinctured with mutual 
admiration. 

There was Dan McGarrigan's justly 
celebrated jazz band. Every member 
of this dispenser of acutely synco- 
pated harmony was on his toes. A 
whirling dervish had nothing on the 
leader, who, while he led the most 
amazing "rags," whirled with such 
velocity that nils coat-tails expanded 
like the governor of a stationary en- 
gine running wild. He became invis- 
ible, in fact, nothing but a blur, like 
a huge humming top, from the centre 
of which issued the wild wails of Ins 
robbing, throbbing fiddle. Spurred on 
by tkis, the pianist whirled on his 
stool, always pouncing on the keys at 
the right instant during his revolu- 
tions. The little man in the tin-shop, 
otherwise the trap drummer, sur- 
rounded by a dozen or more weird 
mechanisms, kept hands, feet, elbows 
busy with jazzy syncopations on 
drums, triangles, cow bells et cetera. 
Through, it all percolated the mourn- 
ful wails of the melancholy saxophone 
and the brazen clangor of the cornet. 

Then there were solos. Mr. Sebas- 
tien Rudolph's suave and mellow tenor 
voice was heard in two appropriate 
songs, most artistically sung, while 
Bugler Fred C. Patten aroused graat 
enthusiasm by his cornet solos. The 
silvery tones of his cornet had scarce- 
ly died away when the leader of the 
jazz band played "Mother Machree" 
and another equally beautiful solo, 
with much artistic feeling, demon- 
strating that his talents were not ex- 
clusively devoted to popular "rags," 
Interspersed with these were songs 
and choruses by the audience, includ- 
ing such popular favorites as "Over 
There," "They Go Simply Wild Over 
Me," "Where Do We Go from Her r \" 
"Grasshopper Song" and the like. Then 
there was a magician, who caused 
much mirth by the way he extracted 
coins from the ears and noses of the 
audience and passed them with ease 
through the various portions of his 



anatomy and physiology. The mar- 
I velous ease with which he caused any 
I desired card to appear from the pack 
seemed almost supernatural. 

Much credit iis due to the committee 
of arrangements, Mr. Fred C. Patten, 
chairman, and Mrs. S. K. White and 
Edward S. Hawa, who secured all tne 
talent and had entire charge of the 
details. Postmaster Edward S. Haws 
presided over the meeting admirably 
and had charge of providing the 
speakers, who included Mr. Paul de 
Moll, a Philadelphia attorney and 
member of the Home Defense Reserves 
of Mt. Airy; Major 'Edwin A. Jonas, 
of the U. S. Marine Corps, and Judge 
Advocate of the Court Martial at 
League Island, a resident of Narberth ; 
Hon. Fletcher W. Stites, First Lieu 
tenant Edwin P. Dold, Second Lieu- 
tenant J. S. Harris, Drill Sergeant 
Harry Hartly, all of the Narberth 
Home Guard, and Harry A. Jacobs, 
editor of Our Town.

The high water mark for licenses 
| was in 1883, and by 1910 the total 
had been diminished by only 6. It 
' was about then that a wave of "re- 
form" began to spread over the coun- 
try which manifested itself in deter- 
mined and organized efforts to have 
licenses whose owners were violating 
the law revoked. This movement ex- 
tended until this year and succeeded 
during the seven-year period in wip- 
ing out 24 licensed places. 

The movement was abandoned this 
year, because the foes of King Alco- 
hol hope to effect on a more whole- 
sale scale by new law what they tried 
to effect in retail by the existing law.

Geo'-ire B. Me'lett, of the Federal 
Land Bank of Baltimore, is appraising 
the farms of the twenty-eight appli- 
cants for loans in the newly organized 



Montgomery County will have at 
least three State tractors to help in- 
crease its food production. Farmers 
in the vicinity of Oaks, Collegeville 
and Colmar have subscribed enough 
acres to warrant a tractor in each of 
these communities. J. Edgar Brown, 
a representative of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has interviewed 
the farmers in these communities who 
made application and forwarded their 
contracts lo Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Patton, and ordered the tractors 
delivered at once. 

Mr. Brown, who has been working 
from the Farm Bureau Office of Nor- 
ristown, states that 120 acres of plow- 
ing is a minimum amount that must 
be subscribed in a community to make 
a State tractor possible. He further 
states that a number of applicants 
from sections in the county outside of 
the above communities have come, but 
are difficult to handle until enough 
for 120 acres of plowing comes from 
near one point. The subscribers will 
have the first service, and if more 
spring work is possible, they will be 
glad to plow additional acres. Some 
disking and harrowing will also be 
done, hut the plan is to do the plowing 
first, since in most cases there are 
teams to prepare the plowed ground 
for planting. 

Sandusky tractors will be sent to 
Bucks. Delaware and Montgomery 
Counties. Two operators will be em- 
ployed for each tractor, so that it can 
be operated from daylight until dark, 
or, if necessary, lights will be used to 
run them during the night.

The object of the blank is to ascer- 
tain if any one is hoarding wheat 
flour. Hoarding is prohibited under a 
very severe penalty. 

Make your report even though you 
have no flour in your home. 



OFFICIAL HOUSEHOLDERS FLOUR REPORT 

WRITE CAREFULLY 

No householder is permitted to purchase over 49 pounds of wheat flour 
nor to have more than 30 days' supply. Every householder must report im- 
mediately (on this form) to their County Food Administrator. Make report 
of all wheat flour on hand whether it is excess or not and urge on your 
neighbors the importance and necessity of making this report promptly.
